1 1) on Page 3. 

In claim 1 1 , column 4, line 61 , add ", and pump means for 
recirculating the inert gas via the condensing device, whereby solvent vapor" after 
"a condensing device for condensing solvent vapor" and before "entrained in the 
inert gas is condensed in the condensing device,". 

In particular, Applicant filed a Response to Final Office Action on 
August 19, 2003 and added new independent claim 33 (which later became 
independent claim 1 1 in the issued patent). In the Remarks section, Applicant 
indicated that "new claim 33 is a combination of claims 22 (corrected for the 
condensing language), 31 and 32." Applicant respectfully submits that it is clear 
from the record that claim 22, as presented, included the language "..., and pump 
means for recirculating the inert gas via the condensing device, whereby solvent 
vapor..." and that the omission of this language from independent claim 33 (now 
independent claim 1 1 in the issued patent) was simply a clerical error that occurred 
in good faith. 
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Applicant respectfully submits that the errors appearing in claim 1 1 are 
clear from the record, occurred in good faith and are of clerical and typographical 
nature that do not constitute new matter or would require re-examination. 
Accordingly, Applicant requests that a Certificate of Correction be issued for the 
above-referenced patent.
